A Short Sketch of Aaron Clark—Wai 


Born 1808 and Resided in This 


County Since 1834. 


Aaron Clark, the pioneer, who 


"died, as stated in Thursday's Times," 
at liishome, 115 East Third street, 
Thursday afternoon, was born in 
Piketon," June 18th, 1808, and ca.me 
to Scioto county in 1834, settling in 
Washington township, on the West 
Side, where he spent his entire life. 
He was married April 13th, 1836, to 
Miss Eliza Orrae, who, with three 
children, two sons, Silas and John, 
''and one daughter, Mrs. Lovely Car-.1 


. din,/survive JUnir-_and it .was at the 


latter's home that he spent his re- 
maining days, and ,where he:. was 
tenderly cared for""by "his children 
and grand-children 


He was an uncompromising Dem- 


ocrat and took an active part in 
many campaigns. He was only once 
a candidate for office, that time 
being when lie was prevailed upon 
to make the race for sheriff against 
-T. J. Pursell. He was defeated by 


only two votes. /In his early life he 
was very successful, amassing quite 
a fortune, being at one time consid- 
ered the wealthiest man in the 
county. 
Gradally he lost nearly all. 


Previous to his last illness, al- 


though 
enfeebled by 
age, 
his 


memory was quite good and he re- 
lated in an interesitng manner inci- 
dents in the early history of Ports- 
mouth. Among other facts related 
by him only within the past 
year 


pertained to his wife, who, lie said, 
lived on a farm, the house of which 
stood on the site of the present 
Davis school, while the only other 
house within considerable distance 
was a log hut, which stood near
